She joined NCUIH in 2016 as the Policy Analyst
and Congressional Relations Liaison and later became the Director of
Governmental Affairs. She is now NCUIH’s Executive Director. Francys received
her J.D. from University of Arizona Law with a Certificate in Indigenous Peoples
Law and Policy and her B.A. in Public Administration from Florida International
University.
